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NEW HAMPTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department had another busy year. We had one fatal 
motor vehicle accident which occurred on [93 and assisted the Fire 
Department investigating three deaths by fire in two separate structural 
fires. We noted a continuing increase in crimes especially in the number 
of burglaries committed. Motor vehicle violations were up over last 
year. The department was able to get 50% matching funds from the 
N.H. Highway Safety Agency for the purchase of a new radar unit for 
the detection of speeders which has been of great help in the 
enforcement of the speed limits. The 1974 Ford cruiser was put into 
service February 15, 1974. Another area of law enforcement that 
showed an increase over the past years was the juvenile offender. Some 
of the problems created were runaways, malicious damage to private 
property and the use of controlled drugs. I was able to put together a 
bicycle safety program which was presented to all elementary school 
students of this town and was well received by the children. I plan to 
provide a more intensified patrol of seasonal properties and have 
available signs to post these dwellings upon request. Another area that 
much progress and success was made was the removal of junk cars and I 
extend my sincere thanks to all concerned in this matter. Dogs continue 
to hold their corner in the complaint department with 21 complaints 
received for the year and I have made a recommendation to the 
selectmen to consider a leash law ordinance for the precinct section of 
town. There were 136 arrests and summons made by the department 
and the Laconia District Court levied $4,010.00 in fines from this case 
load. Investigated 21 motor vehicle accidents and 1,054 telephone calls 
were received and recorded. I attended a Forensic Legal Medicine 
Seminar which was held for four days at the University of New 
Hampshire and sponsored by the N.H. Police Standards and Training

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with 

snow is controlled by the Town Forest Fire Warden in co- 
operation with the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service. 
Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the ground 
is not covered with snow must have a written permit signed 
by the Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled 
on land not owned by the person kindling the fire then he 
must have the permission of the landowner. No outdoor fires 
can be kindled between 9 A.M. and 5 P.M. unless it is rain- 
ing, without the additional approval of the District Forest 
Fire Chief. 
3 The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the 
past two decades. Woodlands in central and southern New 
Hampshire became so dry in mid August that the Governor 
and Council, upon the recommendation of the State Forester, 
enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, 
Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a com- 
plete woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham Coun- 
ties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and Alton in 
Belknap County. Through the excellent cooperation of the 
citizens of our State no major forest fire occurred at any 
time during the year.

FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During 1974 we answered 43 alarms and of these four 
were brush fires and three were major working fires, and in 
one of these two. people lost their lives. These people’s lives 
could probably have been saved if there had been some type 
of smoke or heat detectors within the structure. 


In April, we took delivery of our new pumper engine. At 
this time, we have received all that was supposed to come 
with the truck. We experienced some problems with the 
transmission which has been repaired and seems to be all 
right at this time. 


Our emergency generator has been installed and is 
capable of handling all our power requirements at the station. 


In looking to the future and at the direction the town 
is growing, I feel that there will be a need for one more piece 
of major equipment. In three years we should have what is 
known as a “mini pumper’. This is a one ton pick up with 
a pump and hose reel for 4 inch hose. I hope that we can 
demonstrate the usefulness and the need for this unit in 
the given time period.

The 
full results are in the town report.
